As t« soap — 
well, the general store kept yellow bar 
soup, tlifll kind that Is so full of rosin 
you could use It to calk a ship. But 
we made out till the next three car- 
loads of girls came rolling In. Then 
we went 'most distracted.

By this time It had turned raw cold, 
and innylie you know what late au 
tunm nights In Michigan feel like.

There (lay after day princesses work 
side by side with peasant girls, wives 
of high Russian olliclals make dresses 
or trim hats at long tuldes with simple, 
unlettered women, and the money is 
used for self support of these prin- 
cesses and notable women as well us 
for the peasant classes. 

The need und suffering throughout 
all Russia was so great at the time 
the Association was established that 
It was a problem to und where the 
money would help the greatest num- 
ber of people. It was thought best to 
expend it to help capitalize organiza- 
tions for giving work and permanent 
opportuuit'es to fumilles and individu- 
als to eurti their own living. 

The women bring their handiwork 
to the Association for sale or take or- 
ders to do dressmaking, miltlnery, etc., 
in the rooms of the society or at home. 
Suitable work was found just in time 
not long ago to keep the wife of one of 
Russia's greatest generals from going 
out as u charwoman to earn breud fur 
her husband, who wus ill.

MEWS PRINT OUTLOOK 

FOB YEAR 18 BAD 

New TnrV. — A rodent issue of th*. 
Editor Hiid Publisher carried a care- 
ftilly prepared statement, of the newt 

print situation. It quotes the prices- 
that are being made to the Inrgf 
metropolitan newspapers for ron 
print when ordered in large qasttf 
ties. News print when supplied in 
sheets sells for B0 eent a hundred 
more than the price for rolls when 
ordered in equally large quantities. 
The article as printed in the Editor 
and Publisher is as follows: 

"It is on the eards — and this is the 
view not of pessimists, hut of pub- 
lishers keenly observant — that tue 
year 191!) will see a large number of 
newspaper properties, small only ns 
compared with the great metropoli- 

1 tan dalies, either closing their plants 
because they eannot get supplies of 
newsprint at any priee, or combining 
with others in the same locality for 
the same reason. This without the 

i consideration of the other factors 
that have greatly enhanced the cost 

i of production of a newspaper. 

I "Remedy for the high cost of news- 
print, ns well as of lnbor, must be 

■ found in advancing the Rclling price 
I of newspapers and increasing ad- 

■ vcrtising rates; two actions that it is 
freely prophesied will have to occur 
anyway. 

"While these would help to meet 
expenses, however, they could not 
add a single pound to the production 
j of newsprint, which already has 
fallen so low that there is scarcely 
enough to go nround. 

"Taking the latest available static 
| tics, there appears to l>e about six 
J weeks' supply in the country. Of 
this two-thirds is in the hands of the 
' consumers, though- verv nncfiuallv 
| distributed. Some publishers have 
j enough to make them feel safe for 
quite a while to come, while others 
are on the ragged edge, with enough 
only for a week or so, unable at that 
to feel at all certain about when and 
how future needs are to be satisfied. 
Of the remaining third, half is in the 
hands of the jobbers and in transit, 
and half with the manufacturers. 

"During the month of November, 
fil mills producing newsprint report- 
ed to the federal trade commission 
for the first full week, 00 for the 
second week, 61 for the third, CO for 
the fourth and but 59 for the fifth. 
The unusually large amount of time 
lost is ascribed principally to re- 
pairs and lnek of labor. Between 
November 3 and December 1 the 
production was 113,283 tons and 
the shipments 112,088 tons, nnd the 
mill stocks on hand at the beginning 
of this month wore 20,550 tons. 
About 30,000 tons of newsprint are 
being held for export awaiting bot- 
toms, but they are generally of sizes 
not available for I uited States pub- 
lishers. ' • 

"Prices are almost anything the 
manufacturers wish to nann. trout 
$3 50 a hundred tu *1, and publish 
ers are scrambling to assure them- 
selves of safety during the coming 
year on the best terms they can 
make. It is repoittd that the 1 hii- 
adelphia Bulletin has closed its con- 
tract with the Great Northern at 
$3.50 for the entire year, out some 
others are signing up at ft mi the 
theory that they will thus be us-or- 
ed of paper for the entire twelve 
months, and ut a figure little if any, 
higher than the others will pay ulti- 
mately who accept other arrange- 
ments offered. 

"The winter has been open so far, 
and shipments from mills to con- 
sumers huve been reasonably regu- 
lar. It is reported now, however, 
that freight is moving badly betwecu 
Canadian and New Kngland Points, 
and a severe snowstorm is almost 
certain, if it comes, to delay deliver- 
ies. To some newspapers, working 
with a very small margin, this; mi'-ht 
mean temi>orary suspension and 
subsequent heavy loss. 

"When the federal trade commis- 
sion first fixed a priee— $3.10— the 
manufacturers said o|>enly that they 
might better close their mills than 
produce paper at less than $4 per 
hundred, f. o. b. mill. They huve kept 
on repeating it ever since — and the 
production for 1018 has fallen 100,- 
fl00 tons below what might have

been expected in happier times. 

"Some of the manufacturers are 
even now saying that they think se- 
riously of turning their machines to 
the production of other grades of 
paper, notwithstanding the fact thai 
since hostilities ceased consumption 
of several kinds of these papers has 
fallen otT and that last month a num- 
ber of mills producing board, wrap- 
ping, muniln, etc., were shut down 
for considerable peroids for lack of 
orders. 

"To aggravate the situation, there 
is the menace of export. South 
America is sadly in need of news- 
print, and is willing to pay n high 
priee for it. Some South American 
countries refuse to allow their ves- 
sels that touch at American ports to 
return without some print paper in 
cargo. England is suffering from a 
shortage, and France, Belgium and 
Italy are in nlniost desperate straits. 
The United States has always been 
an importer of newsprint, ne\er 
having produced enough for us 
needs. At present bottoms to carry 
any considerable amount to other 
countries are not available. It is 
predicted that when they are the al- 
ready short supply, which has been 
growing during the past year, win 
be farther depleted by exports in ex- 
oeee of the unusual high figure of 
15,000 tons n month. It is unneces- 
sary to say what will happen then 
to those American publishers who 
cannot even now assure themselves 
thnt they will get enough to keep 
their presses running during the 
coming year. 

"Notwithstanding. Phillip T. Dodge, 
president of the International Paper 
company, who as a rule expresses

"'If present conditions continue 
the publishers will have to jro to for- 
eign countries for paper. The gov- 
ernment nnd the publishers are 
driving the newsprint business out of 
the United States. 

" 'In the past ten years no new 
mills for newsprint have been erect- 
ed. In that time only two com- 
panies, the International nnd the 
(treat Northern, have materially in- 
creased their output. In the last 
two years many mills equipped for 
making newsprint have gone to 
making other kinds of paper.' "

War Deafness. 

War deafness may he caused by In- 
jury to the eur, or simply by the force 
of concussion. In many cases there 
are general nervous affections. "By 
the force of the explosion," writes Dr. 
J. Gordon Wilson In the Journal of 
the American Medical Association, "the 
soldier muy have been blown violent- 
ly against the parapet or walls of the 
dugout, or hurled for some distance 
through the air or struck by debris 
from the destruction of neighboring 
buildings. One man described It as a 
soft Irresistible force pushlug him 
up against the parapet wall close to 
which he was standing when the shell 
burst In the trench. As a result of 
explosions men may be buried for 
varying periods, and this has a bear- 
ing on the case. In a great number of 
cases the concussion bursts the ear 
drum. Frequently mental effects are 
complicated and a man Imagines that 
he Is deaf. 

The treatment is repairing whatever 
wounds there may be. The deafness 
Is usually temporury and hearing Is 
gradually brought back. 



Defense of Rhythm In Poetry. 

When a poet discards rhythm he Is 
discording perhaps the most powerful 
single artifice of poetry which Is ut his 
disposal— the particular artifice, more- 
over, which, more than any other, en- 
ables the poet to obtain u psychic con- 
trol over his reader, to exert a sort of 
hyp iosIs over him. Rhythm is persun- 
slve. It Is the very stuff of life. It Is 
not surprising, therefore, that things 
can be sold In rhythm which otherwise 
cannot be said at all ; paraphrase u 
fine passuge of poetry Into prose and 
In the dlshevelment the ghost will have 
escaped. A good many champions of 
free verse would perhaps dispute this. 
They would fall back on the theory 
that, at any rate, certain moods more 
colloqulul nnd less Intense than those 
of the highest type of poetry, and less 
colloquial and more intense than those 
of the highest type of prose, could 
flnd their uptest expression in this 
form, which lies hulfwuy between. —
